The Orange Grove as an Investment. 


Ther«» are two important factors to 


) •• rotmldered in determining the de- 
Kirabllity of an investment, namely: 
MM urtty and income. In a general 
\Miy, a rule might be made that the 
l»ftli«r UK; security the- lessor the in- 
ten's!, and the greater the interest the 
poorer the security. Land investments 
lh>' world over that will pay six per 
<-«-nt are good, and the time will come 
v.-H-n values in orange property will 
• '«o to the figure that will be set by 
us ability to pay the same interest 
that Is paid in other localities. If the 
vulu<> of an Illinois or Kansas farm is 
.«i-t by the amount of interest that it 
will pay, why should not the value of 
orange, property ultimately be deter- 
mined on the same basis? It unques- 
tionably will be when conditions are 
better understood. The merits of in- 
tensive farming are just beginning to 
be apprec ited. The necessity for bet- 
ter methods in all branches of the 
orange industry is better appreciated 
loday than ever before. 


Up' to twenty-five years of age the 


growth of orchard trees ought to ap- 
proximate five per cent yearly. Dur- 
ing the last decade the increase in 
value in unimproved orange land has 
been about 10 per cent per annum. 
If an estimate were made to include 
twenty years, the increase would be 
about the same. It is reasonable to 
presume that a substantial increase 
win take place in the next ten years. 


The quality of the immigraion that 


is now coming into Southern Califor- 
nia is also an important factor in the 
general upbuilding; of substantial en- 
terprises. The earlier immigrants to 
California 
were largely people of 


small means. Many of them did not 
have financial resources to make per- 
manent improvements. There is now 
coming In a class of people who won't 
be satisfied with anything but the best 
and most desirable property. 


The most difficult problems of or- 


ange culture have been solved. Or- 
ange culture is no longer a mystery; 
the location has been determined, the 
proper varieties are no longer a se- 
cret, and the transportation is no 
longer a problem. 


There is now only the taking of

flight across the channel. Hubert La- 
tham had attempted the same feit, 
and came to grief when his motor 
broke down while he was over mid- 
channel, and his machine carne down, 
with a graceful swoop, into the water. 
Latham, like Blerioc, pins his faith to 
the monoplane. He made a mi!e-a- 
minute flight at Johunntsthan. and at 
Rheims he flew 97 miles in 2 hours 
and 13 minutes. One of the machines 
used by Latham will be seen in Los 
Angeles, operated by a member of 
the French syndicate of aviators who 
have received 
$50,000 outright 
for 


their appearances during the Los An- 
geles meeting. 


But little less spectacular than the 


liignt of M. BSei'Iot oyer tlis channel 
was the flight, a few months later, of 
the Count de Lambert around the Eif- 
fel tower in Paris. 
Those who at- 


tend the Los Angeles meeting will 
also have the privilege of seeing one 
of the Santos Dumont type of ma- 
chines, in which Count de Lambert 
made his great flight. 


But greater than either of these 


great aviators, in many respects, is 
Louis Paulhan, who is now on his way 
from France to California tb enter for 
the grand prize of $10,000 for world'n 
records 
with 
heavier-than-air 
ma- 


chines in the Los Angeles flights. 
Paulhan established for himself a 
world-wide reputation at Rheims, be- 
ing at one stage of the contest holder 
of all records, and finally winning 
third place in the Prix de la Cham- 
paigne event. With his aeroplane of 
the Voisin tpye he was a contestant at 
Juvlsy, and made some of the most- 
remarkable flights seem during that 
memorable meeting. Paulhan has an- 
nounced that he is coming to. Los An- 
geles for the purpose of breaking 
every world's record for heavier-than- 
air machines and there is reason to 
believe that he will be as good as his 
word, for he has greatly perfected his 
machine since his flights at Rheims 
and Juvisy, and in unofficial flights in 
France he has done -ronderful things 
lately. 


Henri Farman, another Frenchman, 


was winner of the Grand Prix de la 
Charapaigne; the endurance test, at 
Rheims, when he brqke the world's 
record for duration of flight arid dis- 
tance in a biplane of his ovu design 
in a flight of 111.78 miles, in 3 hours, 
4 rninutDS, 5G 2-Z, •iecoim'a. 
11 is iihis 


wonderful record that Paulhan prom- 
ises to break at Los Angeles, and if he 
does so he will be acclaimed* through- 
out the world as the greatest aviator 
of them all. But he will have Glenn 
Curtiss to reckon with, ami it is pos- 
sible that it will be Curtiss, the Amer- 
ican, and not Paulhan, the Frenchman, 
who will win the honors of the first 
American Aviation meeting. 


So much for the heavler-than-air 


machines. And it must be said that 
when we consider the short time in 
•which the development of this style of 
airships has been going on, it is a 
wonderful story of world history, but 
in the consideration of what has been 
accomplished in aerial navigation we 
must not, by any means, overlook the 
great development that has been go- 
ing on in the construction of dirigible 
balloons. For a number of years the 
world has been watching the work of 
Count 
Zeppelin, 
Roy 
Knabenshue, 


Captain Baldwin, Lee Stevens. Char- 
les F. Willard and others, and it must 
be said that many have ofter wonder- 
ed, while the 
heavier-than-air ma- 


chines seemed to have the center of 
the stage, if it might not be true, after 
all, that in the long run the dirigibles 
were destiued to come to the front, 
and be the practical airship of the 
future? 
This much, along this line 


may be said at least: no pilot of a 
heavier than-air machine has yet had 
the nerve to even suggest that a heav- 
ler-than-air machine might go to the 
Korth Pole, while attempts have act- 
ually been made to go there with a de- 
rigible. 


The great achievement 
of Count 


Zeppelin, during the past year, of fly- 
ing 900 miles in his airship, in one 
continuous flight, was the climax of 
iiis sixteen years of patient experi- 
ment, but it must be included in the 
-past year's history, just the same. He 
Jiad spent his own private fortune of 
three-quarters of a million dollars, 
when the government 
of Germany 


came to his aid, enabling him to con- 
tinue. 
In making its donation, ho'v- 


ever, the government put several re- 
quirements upon him, one of which 
was that lie should build an airship 
that would remain in the air for 24 
hours at one time. The Count built 
one airship that promised to 
fulfill 


this requirement, but while making 
the test he met with a mishap that de- 
stroyed the machine. 
Now he is 


] building another, bigger and better 
than any of the others. 


One of the most noted of the aero- 


nautu of America is Captain Thotmis 


! S. Baldwin, who buiid? dirigible bal- 
loons at Hanimonclsport, X. Y., and 
sails in them himself. 
He recently 


sailed 
his 
mammoth 
craft 
to 
a 


heighth of 3500 feet, which is said to 
be the highest point to which any di- 
rigible machine has ever taken. Can- 
tain Baldwin is coming to Lost An- 
geles resolved to not only make this 
achievement seem ordinary, taut to 
demonstrate, together with Roy Kna- 
benshue and Charles F. Willanl, that 
the dirigible balloon is to be the air- 
ship of the- future, for all practical 
purposes. 


Koy Knabenshue is already In Los 


Angeles, and. he intends to discount 
his feat of last year, when, in his di- 
rigible, he left 
Chutes Park at 9 


o'clock, on & moonless night, with a 
low fog hanging in the air, and circl- 
ing the city hall, dropped a lummy 
bomb onto the roof of the structure, 
and then returned to the place of 
starting, ail within a period of fifteen 
minutes. 
Knabenshue 
promises to 


sail out over the harbor at. San Pedro, 
and drop a bomb on the deck of a 
warship this time. 


And while tb« supreme test be- 


tween the heavier-than-air and the. di- 
rigible airships is being made in Los 
Angeles, a great flock of special bal- 
loons will be sailing over the city, in 
daily {jontesits of speed and distance, 
for the magnificent prizes 
offered. 


The idea of General Manager Dick 
Ferris has along been at this, the in- 
itial aviation meeting in Ateerlca, the 
people should be given an opportunity 
to see everything there is to be seen 
in the accomplishment that has re- 
sulted from the development o£ the 
airship during the past two years.
